It is remarkable how the 


little 
group 
of 
English 


statesmen 
who 
represent 


the "governing class" seem 
to fear the Duke of Wind- 
sor.In his renunciation and 
exile he seems harmless to 
most outsiders. He has kept 
his word like a gentleman, 
removing himself from Eng- 
land and from English af- 
fairs, and apparently ask- 
ing 
nothing more 
than 


peace, freedom and enough 
money to live approximate- 
ly in the state to which he 
ha? been accustomed. His 
own family, while 
rather 


shell-shocked by his choice, 
seemed inclined to treat him 
handsomely enough. But the 
Baldwin government 
has 


continued 
the 
feud 
and 


shown no mercy, apparent- 
ly determined to discredit 
Edward 
thoroughly with 


the British people. To this 
end, 
it has interfered even 


with normal family ties. 


A dispatch from France 


the other day told of King 
Georage VI himself calling 
Edward 
by telephone at 


Monts, and telling him re- 
gretfully that the King was 
obliged to forbid not only 
the attendance of any mem- 
ber of the royal family .at 
the wedding, but the at- 
tendance of any British of- 
ficial guests whatever. That 
left the former King virtu- 
ally 
without an 
English 


friend at his wedding. 


It looks to neutral Amer- 


icans like pretty small po- 
tatoes—not for the harassed 
King, who cannot help him- 
self, but for the great Brit- 
ish government.

PENSION JVIONEY 


"Where does the money 


come from that is paid out 
in pensions?" asks a read 
er. "Is any of the money 
that is paid annually on our 
property, farm taxes for in- 
stance, used for pensions? 


"I am not opposed to pen- 


sions, for it seems to 
me 
that a pension helps others 
in a communty as well as 
the ones who receive it. But 
there are some who are 
very much opposed to any- 
one receiving 
a 
pension, 


and say: 'Oh, yes, they will 
take all they can get.' Or 
they will say: 'A pension 
helps no one except the per- 
son to whom it is paid. I pay 
out money in taxes, to help 
give you a pension; you use 
that money to buy some- 
thing from me; I pay it out 
again in taxes just to give 
you another pension.' " 


It is a large and complex 


question, 
the 
answer to 


which should really be giv- 
en by an 
economist, 
and 


which might fill a book. But 
in a bird's-eye view it lo.oks 
somewhat like this: 


The money which goes 


for public pensions, directly 
or indirectly, is paid 
by, 


everybody who has proper- 
ty or income. The burden 
seems to fall most heavily 
on those who have most; 
but reckoned in percentage 
of 
the 
taxpayers' means, 


it probably falls more heav- 
ily on the poor than on the 
rich. 


Some of the taxes are vis- 


ible, like income taxes and 
sales taxes and the new so- 
cil security taxes and real 
estate taxes. Others are in- 
visible, the best example be- 
ing taxes paid on imports, 
which are passed along in 
price-raises to consumers. 
Taxes on manufacturers are 
visible to the corporations 
and invisible to those who 
buy their products. 


Thus streams of money, 


come in many ways, pour- 
ing into pensioners' pockets 
from federal and state and 
local governments. 


These pensions, of course, 


are not a mere dead weight 
of expense on the contribu- 
tors. They do keep money 
circulating. 
They provide 


puvc.hasing power for those 
who have none, and much 
of it flows back into the 
pockets of 
the taxpayers 


themselves. 


Still it amounts on the 


whole to a big section of 
the community supporting 
at minority section. This has 
always been done in some 
form or degree, since men 
arose above the savagery of 
the wolf pack. Even primi- 
tivs 
tribes 
have 
usually 


shared what they had. 


The only fair question is 


whether 
the beneficiaries 


of public pension systems 
really need such aid, or de- 
serve 
it—whether ' 
they 


couldn't really take care of 
themselves, 
in 
whole or 


part. Or whether private, 
voluntary systems are not 
better than public systems 
requiring public taxes. 


Today 
we 
have both. 


Private insurance companies 
handle an immense volume 
of what might be called 
pensions, paid in 
arouncl- 


about way by the benefi- 
ciaries to themselves, in en- 
dowment and old age poli- 
cies

Like Stanley 
Baldwin, he had a chance 
at a title and a permanent 
place in the House of Lords. 
Unlike Baldwin, McDonald 
turned this down. He pre- 
fers plain "Ramsey Mac," 
as neighbors have long call- 
ed him. . 


More important, perhaps, 


for his decision, he prefers 
not to hamper his son's pub- 
lic career. Young Malcolm 
MacDonald, now secretary 
for the Dominions, would 
have to enter the House of 
Lords on his father's death, 
if the elder MacDonald ac- 
cepted an earldom. 
That 


may be a position of high 
honor, but it puts a com- 
plete stop to a political 
;areer. 


The once radical labor 


leader is a much sadder fig- 
ure in his retirement than

Baldwin, 


who leaves public office at 
the height of popularity and 
power. When 
MacDonald 


consented to be a part of 
a coalition National cabinet, 
he was regarded by Labor- 
ites and pacifists as a trai- 
tor to his ideals and betray- 
er of his lifelong followers, 
Even before Baldwin suc- 
ceeded him as Prime minis- 
ter 
MacDonad's 
position, 


was mostly front, with oth- 
ers wielding the power. 


_ Time may 
win back for 


him some of his reputation 
for greatness and fearless- 
ness. It is always difficult 
for contemporaries to judge

Beard told Warden W. W. Wald 
and other witnesses; 
"I want to say that the crime 


I was convicted of In Dallas, an 
other man is guilty. Ho is In Ar- 
lington. Tho crime In North Car- 
olina that I was accused of, an- 
other boy was guilty 
in 
tha 
crime. I'm well prepared through 
Father Flnnlgan and the Catholic 
church." 
Father Hugh Finnigan, chaplain 


from 
Houston, administered the 
last rites of the Catholic church 
to the condemned |man yesterday 
Arlington la between Dallas anc 
Fort Worth. 
Once 
before 
Beard 
had 
been 


condemned to die. He was con- 
victed and sentenced to death for 
slaying a Valdese, N. C. grocer 
Augustus Bounos, In 1932. His sen-

ng resided in Corsicana 
many

n Dallas; 
We first sensed something of 
the spirit of coronation when we 
stepped on 
board 
the 
"Queen 
Mary" in New York; It became 
store tangible when we arrived' 
in London on May 10 to find the 
great city very beautifully deco- 
rated and obviously putting busi- 
ness on one side to join in an 
Empire tribute to a man 
and 
woman called upon to fulfill the 
highest offices of an ancient con- 
stitution. 


We allowed two days in which 
to .plan our viewing of the pag- 
eantry—that time was more than 
adequate—thanks to the arrange- 
ments made for us by our friends 
in the Vacuum Oil Company in 
London. They had secured seats 
for us In what surely must have 
been the finest vantage point In 
the whole of London for we look- 
ed directly on to tho main en- 
trance to the 
beautiful annexe 
specially built for the coronation 
to the west end of the Abbey 
Church of St. Peter to serve as a 
robing room. 
As our seats were in an area 
from which all except officlal traf- 
fic was prohibited after a very 
early hour on the morning 
of 
12th May, nnd we had been in- 
structed to be In our places by 7 
o'clock, we engaged an 
apart- 
ment a few minutes walk from 
Westminster 
Abbey 
In 
Queen 
Anne's Mansions. 
Arose Early. 


On the morning of coronation 
day we rose at 4 o'clock—British 
summer timo being in operation 
that means we wore really astir 
by 
3 
o'clock, Greenwich mean 


time—and took our seats a little 
before 7 o'clock. Our tickets in- 
cluded buffet breakfast and lunch 
so we were able to obtain refresh- 
ment during tho day at our con- 
venience. It was a gray morn- 
Ing—so> typical of England—and 
wo hoped the day would brighten; 
actually It improved but not as 
much as we had hoped and in 
the afternoon, just after the Royal 
Coach left the Abbey, a light rain 
fell but it was not 
sufficiently 
heavy to dampen tho ardour of 
the crowds. 
When wo tool; our places In 
tho monihig some of the people 
who were privileged to occupy 
seats In the Abbey had already 
arrived and others were follow- 
ing. 
One or two came via the 
River Thames and others by car. 
Broadcasting 
commenced 
at 
10:15 and kept us—as well as the 
whole world—Informed of every- 
thing that was happening along 
the route. 
The procession actually started 
to arrive at 9:15 with the Lord 
Mayor 
of 
London—Sir 
George 
Broadbrldge—in an immence gilt 
and painted coach drawn by two 
fine horses whose everyday work 
is the very plehian one of haul- 
ing a brewer's dray—truly an em- 
blem of democracy. 
Carriage Procession. 
After which came the carriage 
procession of the Prime Minis- 
tors of the United Kingdom, Do- 
minion of Canada, Commonwealth 
of Australia, Dominion of 
New 
Zealand. Union of South Africa, 
Southern Rhodesia and Northern 
Ireland; the representatives from 
India and Burma, the Sultans of 
Ncgri 
Sembilan, 
Pahang 
and 
PrengRanu, the Sultan of Johore, 
the Sultan of Zanzibar and the 
Amir Abdullah of 
Transjordan. 
This procession was escorted by 
the Canadian Mountles in scarlet 
Australians and New Zealanders, 
in khaki, then South Africans in 
field gray and then, most 
pic- 
turesque, the 
Indians, 
superbly 
mounted and turbanned. 


Following this came the 
Car- 
riage Procession of the 
Royal 
Family. The two little Princesses 
—Princess Elizabeth and Princess 
Margaret Rose—arrived in a glass 
coach with tho Princess 
Royal 
and wero warmly cheered. 
Next came Her Majesty Queen 
Mary who received a most im- 
pressive ovation from the crowd; 
manifestly she Is held in great 
respect hy the people. 
Bells of 
Westminster. 


Then the hells of Westminster 
rang out and the Royal Proces- 
sion came Into view headed by 
the Royal Artillery in black and 
gold, Indian Orderly Officers and 
four Cavalry bands; 
then 
Lan- 
cers and the Household Cavalry. 
The King and Queen arrived in 
the royal gold coach. As I watch- 


d I could not help feeling that 
t had steped out of one of the 
fairy stories of my childhood. It 
was built 160 years 
ago 
for 
George III, designed by an archi- 
tect and decorated with paintings 
ay Cipriani; It took two vears to 
aulld, weighs 4 tons and lj 
gilt 
with over four thousand 
dollars 
worth of pure leaf gold. It was 
drawn by eight of the fa:..ous 
gray horses from Windsor Castle 
ridden b 
postillions and escorted 
on foot by Yeome. of the Guard 
from the Tower of London. 


The ceremony, which Is p.irtly 
religious and 
partly traditional, 
was relayed to the waiting crowds 
In the streets, and 
to al! the 
stands—as well as 
1 ->e 
whole 
world—and was most interesting 
and beautiful. The singing of the 
National Anthem by the choir of 
voices contributed by the Mother 
Country and the Dominions sup- 
ported by trumjjeters. Sir >u.rian 
Boult's orchestra and the Abbey's 
new organ played by Dr. Bullock, 
was so beautiful It will live in 
my memory for years to come. 


Impressive 
Sight. 


The departure of the King and 
Queen wearing their crowns and 
each carrying the symbols of maj- 
esty In their hands, Is something 
I shall never forget. The very at- 
mosphere seemed 
charged 
with 


loyalty which could only find ex- 
pression in spontaneous and sus- 
tained cheering. 


I have 1: a short space 
en- 
deavored to set down my impres- 
sions while they are still fresh 
in my mind, in the hope that I 
may convey not only some of the 
outstanding features of the coro- 
nation, but also something of the 
spirit of England. 
While 'Great 
Britain Is one of the 
greatest 
democracies on earth jno cou.d 
not help being conscious of the 
affection the people really have 
for King George and Queen Eliz- 
abeth—an affection which amounts 
to almost a scared sentiment. For 
the King that has, to some extent, 
been encouraged by the 
happy 
way in which, while Duke 
of 
York, he mixed so freely with all 
classes. The Queen, not being of 
Royal blood, and being a Brit- 
isher, is regarded by the people 
as one of themselves. 


There Is no doubt In my mind 
that the 
Coronation, 
from 
the 
point of view of tne British Em- 
pire, has 
still further 
consoli- 
dated It and added to its pres- 
tige. Parsing through the streets 
of London, listening to the con- 
versations of the people and see- 
ing 
the 
street 
decorations—in 
poor as well as In rich localities— 
impressed upon me the wonderful 
influence for good tho King and 
Queen has in one of tho greatest 
democratic countries In tho wor.u. 
For days during tho coronation 
period, crowds of people lingered 
around Buckingham 
Palace 
and 
wore several times rewarded by 
the appearance of the King and 
Queen and their family on the 
balcony. Each evening, In some 
of the principal streets, the po- 
!lce have had to stop vehicular traf- 
fic as the crowds were E- great 
admiring 
the 
decorated 
streets 
and shops, 
Store Decoration. 
Selfrldge's 
store 
claimed 
the 
particular 
attention 
of 
visitors 
because of the particularly hand 
some and appropriate scheme car- 
ried out—the figure of Homage 
in the centre of the facade flank- 
ed on either side with panels in 
relief symbolic of the extent 9f 
the British 
Empire. 
It i- said 
that Selfrldge has sold this coro- 
nation display for twenty thou- 
sand pounds'and that It is to be 
taken to India. Gordon Solfridge 
was originally a partner in Mar- 
shall Field's of Chicago; he sold 
his Interest in Marshall Field for 
about six million dollars and in- 
vested it all in this London ven- 
ture. 
There wore miles and miles of 
reviewing stands along the route 
of tho procession, constructed of 
iron piping and I do not think 
there was a single accident on 
account of faulty -constructions. 
The arrangements for the guid- 


ance of visitors and the handling 
of tho enormous crowds reflectet 
great credit on the London po- 
lice.I am more glad that I can say 
that I was able to be present in 
England during the coronation. 1 
have often pondered on the fact 
that in such a democratic 
age 


Great 
Britain 
has 
remained 
so 
solidly loyal to 
the 
monarchy 
My experiences during the 
lasi 


few days have, I 
feel, led me 


nearer to an understanding of the 
reason. 
It appears to me that 


tHb throne, through the personal- 
ity of the occupant, is symbolical 
to the 
British 
nation 
for 
the 
spirit of democracy. Profound be- 
llfe in the Ideal that spirit repre 
sents and continual striving In Its 
defense has built 
the 
British 


Commonwealth of Nations by a 
process of evolution than by rev- 
olution.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—«P)— 
M. L. Wilson, selected to direct 
a 
long-time reform program 
in 
the "dust bowl" said today that 
success of failure would lepend 
on community action of farmers 
"Wo are telling the local peo- 
people," Wilson said, "here 
are 
your responsibilities, here Is the 
machinery 
for you to set 
up. 
You come along and 
do your 
share, nnd tho federal agency will 
do its part." 
The gray-haired, 
bushy-browed 
undersecretary of agricuture said 
new laws permitting soil conser- 
vation districts within tho dust 
bowl states would enable a "sub- 
stantlal majority of farmers In a 
community to set up regulations 
with teeth in them." 
The first objective in tho long 


term program, Wilson said, would 
be shifting many acres of plowed 
land, which expose soil to wind 
blowing and water erosion, 
to 
grass and cover crops. 
Many farmers, he added, must 
get away from wheat-type farm- 
ing to a combination of grazing 
and crop land. 
Tho local conservation districts 


can accomplish this, 
he 
said, 
through regulations approved by 
a majority of land occupies, so 
that "dust 
from a single 
farm 
can not blow onto those of the 
community." 


"Much -land where a foot 
or 
more of top soil has blown away 
must be retired from cultivation 
and re-seeded," ho said, explain- 
ing the conservation district may 


be able to 
accomplish 
this 


through local regulation and use 
of relief labor, 
Wilson, who devised the currenl 


soil conservation 
program, 
said 
federal agencies wore not plan- 
ning any large shift or resettle- 
ment of "dust bowl" residents. 
"Experts say the 
region can 
support 
Its 
present 
populatlor 


safely after adjustment in land 
uses," he added.

victims. 


Policeman F. L. Speck of Los 
Angeles, on a vacation, said he 
arrived at the scene at 4:15 a. 


-u, shortly 
after 
tho 
accident. 
He said other spectators told 


him the bus was traveling along 
a straight stretch 
of 
highway, 
after rounding a curve, when It 
suddenly swerved and ran up a 
bank. 


Then, Speck said he was told, 
the big machine toppled back onto 
the center of the road and caught 
fire. 


Speck said he and other spec- 
tators were unable to reach the 
victims, who could 
be 
seen 
amidst the flames. 


There was no apparent reason 
for the crash, Speck said, unless 
the driver had been stricken with 
a heart ailment or had 
fallen 
asleep. 


Coroner Roy S. Dugglns ordered 
two ambulances to bring the bod- 
ies here. 


Two Greyhound officials, A. B. 
Freyschlag, Sacramento 
manager 
and Earl Hensley, claims agent, 
and R. M. Aherns, superintendent 
of maintenance of San Francisco, 
started an investigation.

EXTREME PENALTY

BERLIN, June 4.—W»)—Holmuth 
Hlrsch. 21-year-old Jewish citizen 
of the United States who had 
never 
been 
in 
America, was 


executed by a mechanical guil- 
lotine at dawn today for an al- 
leged 'treasonable plot under the 
explosives law. 
It was learned on good author- 


ity that the charges, hitherto pro 
sumcd to have been based on an 
alleged plan to kill Adolf Hitler, 
Instead were connected with ac- 
cusations that Hlrsch wanted to 
assassinate Julius 
Stretcher, high 


Hitler aide and tho reich's leading 
Jew-hater. 


Clemency 
apparently 
was

fused by Dor Fuehrer—tho only 
one able to glvo it—because au- 
thorities believed Hlrsch acted for 
Otto 
Strasser, 
Hitler's 
bitter 


enemy, who now Is In exile in 
Praha, Czechoslovakia, the youth's 
home.

purpose of killing the law. 


Because the bill did no receive 


a two-thirds majority in the sen- 
ate, passing in the house, 18 to 13, 
it will go Into effect 80 days after 
adjournment of the session, prob- 
ably late In September. 


After passing the bill, tho house 


adjourned 
until Monday ns 
the 


senate also had done. At that time, 
tho governor was expected to sub- 
mit tho subjects of tightening laws 
against 
book-making and 
forms 


of gambling other than horse race 
betting, 
Including -wagering, on 
dog racing. 


The 
governor 
restricted 
the 


work of the legislature at the out- 
set of the special session to con- 
sideration of the race track bol- 
ting statute in order to bring the 
Issue to a head. 


In the regular session conclud- 


ed a short time ago, the house 
of representatives had passed a 
repeal bill by another large ma- 
jority but the measure had died 
on the senate calendar.

can workers," but warned i
